Plehve, minister of the interior, was 
assassinated at 9:50 o’clock Thursday 
morning by a bomb thrown at his car­ 
riage while 
he was driving 
to the 
Baltic station to take a train for the 
palace at Peterhof, where he was to 
make his weekly 
report to the 
em ­ 
peror. 
The assassination is believed to be 
the outcome of widespread plot, the 
existence of which has been suspect­ 
ed for 
several days. 
Numerous 
ar­ 
rests have already been made, includ­ 
ing that of the assassin, a young man 
who is believed to be a Finn, named 
Leglo, and who is now in a hospital 
severely and perhaps fatally Injured 
by the explosion of his own bomb. An 
accomplice of Leglo, also apparently 
a Finn, but whose name is unknown, 
has been arrested. 
He had iii his pos­ 
session 
a bomb which 
he tried 
to 
throw, but he was overpowered by the 
police just in time to prevent great 
loss of life. 
The assassin wore a brown overcoat 
and a railroad official s cap. 
He stood 
on the sidewalk just as Minister von 
Plehve’s carriage was about to cross 
the canal bridge near the station. The 
minister was escorted by a number of 
detectives 
on bicycles, and 
one of 
them jostled the assassin, who then 
rushed into the road and threw the 
bomb after the carriage. 
The missile 
struck the hind wheel and exploded 
with fearful force, killing or wound­ 
ing over a score of persons. 
Minister 
von Plehve and his coachman were 
killed outright and an officer of the 
guard was fatally injured. 
Wounded 
Assassin 
Arrested. 
One of the cyclist detectives arrest­ 
ed the assassin, who endeavored to es­ 
cape, though wounded by splinters in 
tho face, arm and abdomen. 
He made 
no attempt 
at resistance, 
however, 
when seized by the detective and con­ 
fessed his crime, but refused to give 
his name. 
The police immediately after the ex­ 
plosion arrested a suspicious individ­ 
ual who took refuge iii a hotel oppo­ 
site the 
scene of the 
tragedy. 
He 
carried a bomb similar to that thrown 
by Leglo. 
As soon as the police saw 
the bomb they scattered, but an em ­ 
ploye of the hotel rushed un bell in 
the accomplice and pinned his arms. 
The explosive is believed 
to have 
been composed 
of pyroxylin, 
as it 
gave off little smoke. 
The force of 
the explosion was so terrific that it 
not only broke every window within a 
radius of half a mile, but reduced the 
heavy paving stones to powder, heaved 
up the pavement 
and flung 
a heavy 
J piece of the iron work of the carriage 
across the canal, severing the thick 
mast of a barge, which fell, .stunning 
the captain of the barge. 
Everybody 
In the street was knocked down and 
more or less bruised. 
When the officers of the law, headed 


I by Minister of Justice Muravieff, had 
terminated the necessary formalities 
by drawing up a written report of the 
crime, the mangled 
remains of the 
minister 
of the 
interior were 
con­ 
veyed to a humble chapel adjoining 
the 
station, the 
windows of 
which 
miraculously escaped destruction. The 
priests and people, with characteristic 
Russian piety, 
at once joined 
iii a 
j solemn requiem. 
The square in front 
'of the station was filled with a rever- 
! ent crowd of peasants 
and laborers, 
and the busy 
hum of traffic 
was si­ 
lenced. 
A priest lifted up his voice 
and proclaimed “the eternal memory 
of the departed servant, Weneeslas,” 
while 
all those in the 
congregation 
dropped to their knees. 


Impressive Service Held. 


A no less impressive 
service was 
conducted at the 
minister’s state!, 
residence Thursday evening, to which 
only intimate friends were invited by 
At. von Plehve’s assistant, M. Durnovo, 
who is temporarily in charge of the 
ministry of the interior. 
The magni­ 
ficent 
staircase 
and the 
reception 
rooms were draped in black. The body 
of the minister was completely coe 
ered by a 
white shroud which 
con­ 
cealed the ghastly mutilations. 
It re­ 
posed in a black ami silver casket in a 
corridor of the vast hall surrounded 
by 
luxuriant, 
palms. 
Gendarmerie 
ami 
noncommissioned officers 
stood 
sentinel at the head 
of the casket, 
while at its foot were two high officials 
of tin1 ministry. 
The hall and ihe adjoining rooms, 
which are de-orated fn the Byzantine 
style, somewhat resembling a church, 
were crowded with distinguished per­ 
sonages, including Grand Duke Alexis, 
Admiral Avellan, and the members of 
tho diplomatic, corps 
full force,, in­ 


cluding 
Spencer 
Eddy, 
American 
charge d’affaires,SirCharlcs Hardinge, 
the British 
bassador, 
and M. nom- 
pard the French ambassador. 
A special edition of the Official M e s ­ 
senger, which was distributed late in 
the afternoon, contained only a brief 
announcement of the death of M. von 
Plehve, and the 
intimation that an 
official requiem would he conducted. 
Minister of Justice Muravieff went 
to the Peterhof palace 
in the after­ 
noon to report 
tho assassination of 
Minister 
von 
Plehve* 
to 
Emperor 
Nicholas. 
His majesty did not leave 


the palace during the entire day, al­ 
though 
he had arranged 
to go 
to 
Oranienhaum. nineteen miles from St. 
Petersburg, to attend the consecration 
of the new harbor. 
The empress has not been informed 
of the tragedy in view of the hourly 
expectation of her accouchement.

council of tile Freight Handlers’ union 
was in session at midnight and it is 
stated that all preparations have been 
made to put the strike order in force 
if it shall be deemed necessary. 
President Curran’s order, if lived up 
to by the freight handlers, would work 
a severe hardship on tho packers, as it 
explicitly directs that union men shall 
handle no freight for the big packing 
companies, either outgoing or incom­ 
ing. 
What the railroad officials will do in 
such an emergency is not known. 
A 
meeting of the railroad managers was 
held last night to discuss the situation, 
but what action, if any, was decided 
upon was not made public. 
Trying to Get Another Conference. 
At the same time that this step was 
being taken by tin* freight handlers’ 
president, the tirst move in an effort to 
bring about another 
conference be­ 
tween tin* packers and the strikers was 
being made. 
Henry C. Wallace, the 
well known writer and lecturer on ag 
ricultural topics of Des Moines, la., 
and A. I., 
tines of BurkTttgham, la., 
president of tis. Corn Belt Meat Pro­ 


ducers’ association, are the sponsors 
of the new movement for peace. 
Mr. Wallace and Mr. Ames ( ame to 
Chicago Thursday 
and immediately 
went into conference with tho strike 
lenders. 
Mr. Donnelly and his asso­ 
ciates were told by Mr. Wallace of 
the hardship the strike was imposing 
on 
the livestock 
raisers, and 
they 
asked if some concession besides those 
offered at the last conference between 
the packers 
and the strike 
leaders 
could he suggested in order to bring 
the present conflict to an end. 
Mr. Donnelly, who was made spokes­ 
man for the 
labor loaders, 
said he 
would 
welcome another 
conference 
with the employers and consented to 
the effort being made. 
Ho also in­ 
formed Mr. Wallace that the strikers 
wrere willing now to concede the time 
limit in which the men should he rein­ 
stated. 
As 
at the

conference 
with the packers Mr. Donnelly had in­ 
sisted 
that tin* men he 
reinstated 
within 
a specified time, which 
the 
packers refused to agree to do. 
Mr. 
Wallace said that ho and Mr. Ames

to bring 
about the desired conference. 
Both Sides Claim Victory. 
Last night both sides to the dispute 
at the stock yards were claiming a 
victory. 
According to the packers all 
the plants in Chicago are running at 
nearly the regular capacity.

the statements of the labor leaders is 
not altogether true is evidenced by the
